10 the house in which it originated, or shall be deposited by him in the 
11 office of the secretary of state in the case of an appropriation bill sub-
12 mitted to the governor for his approval during the last three days of a 
13 session of the General Assembly, and the procedure in each case shall 
14 be the same as provided for other bills. Any such item of an appro-
15 priation bill may be enacted into law notwithstanding the governor's 
16 objections, in the same manner as provided for other bills." 

1 SEC. 2. The foregO'ing proposed amendment, having been adopted 
2 and agreed to by the Sixty-first (61st) General Assembly, thereafter 
3 duly published, and nO'w adopted and agreed to by the Sixty-second 
4 (62nd) General Assembly in this Joint ResO'lution, shall be submitted 
5 to' the people of the State of Iowa at the general election in November 
6 of the year nineteen hundred sixty-eight (1968) in the manner re-
7 quired by the CO'nstitution of the State of Iowa and the laws of the 
8 State of Iowa.

A JOINT RESOLUTION proposing a constitutional amendment relating to quaIHica­
tions of electors. 

Be It Resolved by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

1 SECTION 1. The following amendment to' the CQnstitutiQn of the 
2 State Qf Iowa is hereby proPQsed: 
3 SectiQn one (1) Qf Article twO' (II) of the Constitution, as amended 
4 in eighteen hundred sixty-eight (1868), is hereby repealed and the 
5 fQllDwing is hereby adDpted in lieu thereof: 
6 "SectiDn 1. Every citizen of the United States of the age Df 
7 twentY-Dne (21) years, Who shall have been a resident of this State 
8 fQr such periQd of time as shall be provided by law and Qf the cO'unty 
9 in which he claims his VQte fDr such period Qf time as shall be prQ-

10 vided by law, shall be entitled to' vDte at all electiQns which are nQW 
11 0'1' hereafter may be authorized by law. The General Assembly may 
12 prQvide by law for different periods Qf residence in order to VQte fDr 
13 variQus officers Qr in order to' vote in variDus elections. The required 
14 periQds of residence shall nQt exceed six (6) mO'nths in this State and 
15 sixty (60) days in the cDunty." 

1 SEC. 2. The foregQing prO' posed amendment is hereby referred to 
2 the General Assembly to' be 'chQsen at the next general electiO'n fQr 
3 members O'fthe General Assembly, and shall be published as prQvided 
4 by law fQr three (3) consecutive mO'nths previQus to' the dat~ Qf said
